There is also pressing need of new encyclo- 
pedias in all three schools. Those which we have are 
worn out, and out of date. 


During this year the schools of the district have 
in general shown satisfactory progress. We wish to 
thank the school board, teachers and parents for 
their interest and assistance in our attempts to se-: 
cure the best possible educational opportunities for 
the pupils of the district.
